The friends of irrigation, however, say there aie moie \\ ays than one to secure the needed 
appropriation. As a last resort the Western Senators may tack on as an amendment to the river nnd harbor bill a provision provid- 
ing for the irrigation of the arid lands either as proposed by the Newlands measure or by direct nppiopiiation. 


Such an amendment, it is believed by many, would result in defeating the river and harboi bill.—Washington Times, Jan. 23
